The dehorning craze is attract- 
ing much attention al over the 
country and very naturally has 
brought outa good deal of com- 
ment both favorable and unfavor- 
able. At first only flattering things 


were said of dehorning, but of late’ 


adverse criticism has set in and the 
methods nsed by the bone-sawyers 
is roundly condemned. We. be- 
eve that usually the natural con- 
dition of an animal should be 
maintained and that dehorning as 
a rule is a useless practice. When 
animals are vicious—and usually 
every herd has one er two partic- 
ulatly ugly males—the saw, may be 
employed to advantage, for there 
can, be no. question but that de- 
horning has a; very taming effect 
on an obstreperous brute. Todo 
away with horns 4s well enough in 
iis way, but let it be done in the 
more natural and humane manner 
of breeding to Polled sires. The 
doddie is eminently superior in 
his methods than the war-like 
hand-saw and gouging-knife.

For the first time in the history 
of the nation, Congress is showing 
a disposition to put forth its haud 
to ‘assist in the inauguration of a 
line of public policy that will have 
for its object a more full and com- 
plete utilization’of the water sup- 
ply of the arid regions of the west. 
Qnce that such a supply becomes a 
feature in the system: of public 
works carried on by the national 
government for the improvenent 
of the public domain, -vhe entire 
west will enter on a new era of 
prosperity and advancement. What 
such a policy means to Arizona 
alone can be realized from the state- 
ment that of the 72,240,000 acres of 
land tocluded within the boundaries 
of the Territory, there are at pres- 
ent less than a quarter of a million 
of acres under actual cultivatioo— 
the principal reason for the culti- 
vated area being thus restricted 
being simply the lack of sufficient 
eapital to.carry out a system of wa- 
ter storage that wonld give the 
Territory the use of all the water it 


through its myriad of streams. 
With the Humboldt, the Col- 
orado, the Truckee, and other 
streams of less magnitude it 
only needs the intelligent appli- 
cation of capital to reclaim for 
the purpose of agriculture and 
hindred pursuits in Nevada an acre- 
age that willexceedin area mavy 
of the older ani most wealthy 
States. This is not the case- alone 
in Nevada, but the same statement 
holds good in nearly every State 
and Territory west of the Miesouri. 
The rapid manner in which the 
public domaia is being absorded is 
sufficient proof-that whatever ex- 
penditure the government would be 
at in constructing either irrigation 
canals or water reservoirs would be 
more than repaid to it by the sale 
of lauds which without such expen- 
diture will ever remain compara- 
tively worthless. The trouble with 
the great mass of American people, 
however, is that they do not realize 
what an immense country they live 
ia, ard this is especially true of the 
people in the eastern states who 
have net had the experience whieh 

ave instilled broader and more 
liberal ideas into their brethren of 
the West. Accustomed to recog- 
nize the East asa pivot on which 
the nation turns, they are loath to 
go into any experiment of which 
they have no practical knowledge. 
The idea of developing a water sup- 
ply for the reclamation of the lands 
west ofthe Missouri to the great 
mass of the people of the East ap- 
pears more like the dream of an en- 
thusiast than the plan of practical 
common sense. With this idea it 
may require years toso shape na- 
tional legislation as to make the an- 
nual appropriation of public mo- 
neys for works of irrigation, water 
storage, etc., as prominent a feature 
as is the annua) appropriation made 
for the improvement of eastern ri- 
vers aiid harbors, yet the day will 
and must come when the coffers of 
the nation will provide the means 
of reclaiming for the benefit of its 
citizens the immense empire which 
without such assistance must ever 
remain a barren and unproductive 
waste. ..

MECHANISM OF THE ‘HEART. a 


The Workings of The Machine 
Whose Steppage Means Beath. 
In the human subject the average 

rapidity of the cardiac pulsation of 

an adult male is aboutseventy beats 
per miuute. The beats are more 
frequent as a rule in young children 
and in women, and there are var- 
iations within certain limits ia par- 
ticular persons owing to peculiar- 
ities of organization. It would not 


find in some particular individuals 
the habitual frequency of the heart’s 
action from sixty to sixty-five or 
from seventy-five to eighty per 
minute. As arule the heart’s ac- 


tion is slower and more powerful in 
fully developed and muscular er- 
ganizations, and more rapid and 
feebler in those of slighter form. 

In avimals the range is from 
twenty-five to forty-five in the cold- 
bloaied and fifty upward in the 
warm-blooded animals, except in 
the case of a horse, which hasa very 
slow heart beat, only forty strokes 
aminate. The pulsatious ef men 
and all animals difter with the sea 
level also. The work of a healthy 
human heart bas been shown (to 
equal the feat of raising five tons 
four hundred weight one foot per 
hour, or 125 tons im twenty-four 
hours: The excess of this work un- 
der alcohol in varying quantities is 
often very great. A curious calcu- 
lation bas beep made by Dr. Ricb- 
ardson, giving the work of the heart 
in mileage. 5 

Presuming that the blood was 
thrown out of the heart as each pul- 
s:tiou in the proportion of sixty- 
vine strokes per minute, an: at the 
assumed force of niue feet, the mile- 
age of the blood through the body 
might be taken at 207 yards a min- 
ute, seven miles per hour, 168 miles 
per day, 61,330 miles per year, or 
5,150,880 miles in a lifetime of 
years. The nu'ber of beats of the 
heart in the same long life would 
reach the grand total of 2,869,776,- 
000
